7,000 Planes 


Recent by Donald Nelson, 
chairman of the War Production Board, that 
the United States rate of airplane production 
probably will reach 7,000 planes this month, or 
come close to that figure, is cheering and 
thrilling news to Americans for many reasons. 
Not to be overlooked among these is the fact 
this rate of production will do little to comfort 
our enemies, particularly the Germans who 
scoffed at such figures as “fantastic.” 

This is a production miracle of the first 
water. It is concrete evidence of the will and 
determination of our people, both management 
and labor, to strive with all might to achieve 
victory for the free peoples of the world. It 
must be remembered, too, the first phases of 
this production dealt with training and other 
types of non-combatant aircraft. Now the story 
is different.

CONDITIONS AT TATTNALL 
(From The Winder News.) 

If the wholesale escape of prisoners from Tatt- 
nall prison recently should do nothing else, it 
should focus the attention of the public on penal 
conditions in Georgia. Tattnall prison, Georgia's 
so-called “Alcatraz of the Piney Woods,” was 
supposed to be a model institution. It was ex- 
pensively built according to scientific specifica- 
tions, was designed to be escape-proof, and was 
planned with the idea of rehabilitating inmates. 

The trouble with that prison, which has often 
been featured in the news, lay not in its con- 
struction but in its nanagement. Jobs, both lucra- 
tive and poorly paid, have been awarded on the 
basis of politics. The warden need not be a 
trained criminologist; he just had to vote right. 
Other employes did not have to be capable; they 
just had to support the right man. 

Results of this type of administration have 
now been brought to light. According to news- 


paper stories, conditions in the past have been - 


deplorable. Whisky stills were operated within 
the prison walls. Some inmatés were permitted 
to purchase alcoholic beverages and have them 
sent to their cells. Male prisoners were allowed 
to “visit” the cells of women inmates—remain- 
ing without supervision for several hours. 

The problem of punishing inveterate crimi- 
nals, and restoring those capable of being re- 
formed to society, is too great to be left in the 
hands of cheap politicians. Aroused by the Tatt- 
nall prison break, Georgians should demand 
trained and competent administrators in all state 
prisons. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THE WHOLE PICTURE WASHINGTON, April 30.—Peo- 


ple who may become annoyed with 
the many restrictions imposed by the goveffiment in its efforts to 
maintain effective price controls would do 
well to keep constantly before them the over- 
all picture of our national economy under war 
conditions. 

The restrictions may seem to work unfair 

hardships in some cases, They may deny to 
farmers and producers of all domestic goods 
the larger profits they would be permitted to 
receive in a free market. Likewise they may 
hold down the earnings of merchants and 
wholesalers whose goods are in greater demand 
because of the limited supply and the grow- 
ing purchasing power of the country. 
AF But the restrictions are absolutely vital to 
> 34 any stabilized economy. Without them we 
. would run into all sorts of difficulties, not fhe 
least of which would be skyrocketing prices and an even greater 
scareity of goods. The profiteers and the hoarders would bring 
about these conditions, which together spell inflation. : 

In the end the consequences would fall upon all of us alike. 
Our whole economy would be disrupted, and if we managed to 
survive the dangers of inflation we would be sure to go down 
in the inevitable deflation that will come in the readjustment 
after the war. .. 

It only takes a casual examination of our national economic 
balance sheet to see the inherent dangers in the situation. 

Government estimates, for example, now indicate that our na- 
tional income for 1943 will reach the staggering total of approxi- 
mately $145,000,000,000—an unprecedented figure. Last year it was 
$120,000,000,000. The prewar peak during the boom year of 1929 
was $83,000,000,000. The low during the depression years was 
about $40,000,000,000. 


. 


BEYOND ESTIMATES £arlier estimates had placed the na- 


tional income this year at around 
$135,000,000,000, but these figures are now being revised upward. 

Thus, it is apparent that the country’s income this year—earn- 
ings of individuals and corporations—will exceed the prewar peak 
by about 75 per cent. 

From the estimated $145,000,000,000 of national income—which 
is the money all of us make this year—there must be deducted 
the amount of taxes to be paid. No one knows what this will be 
vet, for the reason that congress is still wrestling with the prob- 
lem. But to use a liberal figure, suppose it is $20,000,000,000. 
That would leave a total net income of $125,000,000,000. 

Consumer expenditures in 1941—that is, the goods and services 
we .buy—amounted to slightly less than $75,000,000,000. Last vear 
the figure went to $82,000,000,000. Government economists figure 
it won't go beyond $85,000,000,000 this year and will probably be 


less. 

$40.000.000.000 EXCESS Hence, if we deduct $85,.000.000.000 
in consumer expenditures, which is 

about all the goods and services that will be available for sale at 

present price levels, the total left from our disposable income of 

$125,000,000,000 is $40,000,000,000. 

Another comparatively small deduction may be made for the 
earnings of corporations which are not distributed to stockholders 
but remain in the corporate structure. 

The over-all picture is, therefore, that the country will be left 
with approximately $40,000,000,000 in excess of what we normally 


' may be expected to spend. 


LIKE THE ARABS? If that enormous amount of money 

were allowed to bid against itself in 
open markets for the limited amount of goods and services avail- 
able, there could be anly one answer—inflation. We might find 
ourselves acting like the Arabs in Africa. Numerous amusing 
tales are sent back by our boys concerning their dealings with the 
nomadic tribesmen. They won't accept money in most cases: 
what they want is goods. Accordingly, each of our soldiers is 
provided with a trading kit, which is a part of the regular equip- 


ment. 


Often a package of cigarets will get more work out of an Arab 
than a dollar bill. There isn’t much for them to spend money for, 
so they prefer to be paid in goods, which are scarce. 

We have got more money in the country today than we have 
goods to spend it for. If we don’t hold prices down with severe 
restrictive measures the money won't be worth much. 


ENORMOUS HOLDINGS 
ed national income that is esti- 


mated for this year, another danger to the situation is the enor- 
mous holdings of cash deposits, government bonds and other mar- 
kefable securities in the hands of the people. The sum total of 
these holdings was $90,500,000,000, as of December 31. 1942. 

All of this money is capable of being converted into cash 
assets for the purchase of goods and services. Added to the $40,- 
000,000,000 surplus in national income with which we will end up 
the year, this makes a total of $130,500,000,000 in cash assets which 
will be in the hands of the people for quick spending—if they like 
—by the end of 1943. : 


SALVATION IN CO-OPERATION But there seems no 

cause for worry on this 
score so long as the government is able to maintain rigid price 
controls and so long as the overwhelming majority of the people 
co-operate with the government in its restrictions. 

The fact that the people of the country ended up last year. 
with such a handsome balance sheet of Savings, in the form of 
$90,500,000,000 worth of cash assets over and above other invest- 
ments, speaks something for the general thrift of the countrv. 

It indicates that we are not a spendthrift nation. but can be 
relied upon to bank our savings. These savings, if maintained 
through a continuation of effective price controls, wil] provide a 
backlog for the flood of orders for peace goods that will start our 
industries humming in an orderly direction after the war.

My Dear Louise: 


Since your favorite food is a thick steak or a juicy roast beef 
sandwich, your appetite may at times go unsatisfied, but the im- 
pression that you are starving or slowly, wasting away is all in 
your imgaination. You eat too much meat, anyway—and more 
of everything than you really need. 

During the prohibition era a prominent citizen of our town 
started out to drown his sorrows in moonshine and wound up in 
the back end of a drugstore with the jitters, surrounded by 
anxious friends who thought it their duty to get him home. He 
wouldn’t budge till he had another drink. Finally he sent a 
colored boy to get another pint of bootleg corn and drained the 
bottle without stopping for breath. 

It didn’t kill him. It didn’t affect him—partly because his 
outraged stomach, with the doctor’s connivance, sent it back an 
hour or so later, but chiefly because human tissues can absorb 
just so much alcohol in a given time, and no more. After the 
saturation point is reached, further drinking is wasted effort. You 
can keep pouring into a full cup, but you can’t make it hold any 
more. 

What is true of alcohol true, within: limits, of food. Your 
body is like a car motor. When it is idling, it needs: little fuel, 
when it is pulling a load—playing hard or working hard—it calls 
for more and consumes more. But, idling or working, feeding it 
more fuel than it can burn up serves only to flood the carburetor 
and choke the motor and cause carbon deposits and thinks like 
that. 

You can use just so much food; anything more is piled up 
as reserve fat, to burden your heart and your feet, or it is simply 
waste and a source of trouble. 

Nobody knows just how much food his system needs, for eate 
ing much or little is a habit and the stomach clamors for the 
quantity to which it is accustomed. | 

But the famous Count Cornaro, of Venice, who lost his health 
in his thirties and dieted to regain it, was able to enjoy riding a 
horse at 90—he lived to be 99—and for many years he limited 
himself to 12 ounces of food a day—plus a little wine for his 
stomach’s sake. He was not an invalid, but led a normally active 
life. 

Scientists have proved that rats live twice as long on a balanced 
“starvation diet,” and what is true of rats is usually true of 
people. It’s no mere smart crack that we dig our graves with 
our teeth. So if you do eat less for the sake of our soldiers. you'll 
probably do a good turn for yourself, too.

And because they lived all their 
three score and 10 years together- 
and shared everything life brought 
them without stint, dual funeral 
services will be held at 3 p. m. to- 
morrow at the Mount Olive Bap- 
tist church—an institution they 
had served as deacons for many 
years. They will be buried in one 
grave.

the two Negroes were native of

rested until it was divided into 
two nickels, and Lewis received 
his share. If Lewis was given an 
apple, or some other gift. he re- 
fused to cut it until Homer was 
there to get his share 

Lived Together. 

Together they bought a home on 
West Hunter street-——-and together 
they lived there until death came 
The property was held -in the 
names of both. 

Many of their friends knew they 
hoped they would die at the same 
time. Bachman, commenting on 
the passing of the two faithful 
workers, said, “I believe Lewis 
died more from shock than any- 
thing else. He realized he couldn't 
go on and face life alone.” 

During all the years they served 
the milling company they served 
with dignity, and with an air of 
living up to the traditions of the 
Negro in the old south, and they 
were respected among the white 
persons with whom they came in 
contact, Bachman said.
